' Each of the men was in as good 
physical condition as could be ex- 
pected after the hardships they have 
been through. Their faces were lined 
and 'bronzed and they were visibly 
near exhaustion. 


"We saw one merchant* ship and 


glimpsed an airplane," Commander 
Rodgers said, en route to the hotel. 


"The worst weather was on'the 


third day when it rained. But the 
planes rode the waves- well and'aside 
from a wetting we did not suffer. Vvc 
spread a canvas to catch some of 
the water for drinking purposes. We 
had no food after the fourth day as 
we did not stint ourselves . on the 
emergency rations we carried. 


"All the time we were confident 


of rescue, and so we were. That's a- 
bont all there is to it." 


"You cannot 
give Commander 


Rodgers too much credit for the way 
we came through it all," said Mach- 
inists' Mate Wm. Bowlin. "He didn't 
have much chance to steer the bus 
while we were bounding about over 
the water but we did a lot toward 
kceninsr our spirits up.
